The basketball team saw 
a crushing plow delivered to 
their state playoff chances 
last Saturday night, as the 
powerful ltienlo Oaks crushed 
the Hart's 72-52 at Menlo. 
The loss leaves the Panthers 
with an 8-2 win-loss record 
in the Coast Conference stan- 
dings and a 17-6 overall. The 
Oaks ranked first in the state 
for junior colleges, have a 
10-0 mark. in conference play 
and 21-2 overall. — 

As was the case with the 
earlier loss to lienlo, Hart- 
nell's lack of rebounding 
cost them the game. The vis- 
itors grabbed only 17 rebounds 
in this cage tilt as compared 


with 16 grabs for the whole 
night in the first meeting 
of the two squads. Despite 
this glaring weakness the 
Panthers stil took a one 
point lead into the dressing 
room at the half (29-28) but, 
in the secon half, the roof 
caved in. 


Ray Canepa led the losing 
cause with 20 points, while 
Allen George was the only 
other Hart player to score 
in double figures as he had 
16 points. Ken Guido was next 
in scoring with five points, 
while pivot man Dave Kendrick 
had four. 

Ernie Pascua, Walter Allen 
and Mark Holaday all scored 
two points for the night. 


Bernard Hicks closed out the 
offensive production with one 
point. Team coach Len Wilkins 
summed up the contest by say- 
ing "We let up on them. We 
didn't play a good second half. 
Once Menlo gets a lead on you 
it's hard to catch up.” 

In the game against Cabril- 
lo last week the Hart's beat 
back a pesky Seahawk club 70- 
62. Kendrick paced the attack 
with 24 points, followed by 
Canepa with 16 and George with 
11. Hicks, Guido and Pascua, 
from the backcourt, combined 
for the other 19 points of 
the Panther attack.
